Great Excitement in the Court-Room 


When the Verdict is Announced 


—Taken to Jail. 


CIIICACIO, Aug. 0.— Shortly after three 


o'clock yo'iterdny afternoon Judge Jamei- 
non flnltthed his instructions to the jury in 
the big booillor case, and they retired to 
consider tholr vurdict. Tlio court took a 
recoss -until half-past six o'clock, but at 
that time whon Judge Jaineison returned 
to tho bonch the jury was not roady to re- 
port. The judge, lawyers, defendants and 
n crowd of people Illling the court-room 
waited patiently until a few minutes be- 
torn nine o'clock, when tho jury returned 
and announced that all tho defendants had 
boon found guilty as charged. 


Oroiit uxciti'inunt was causud intho court 


by the nniH'imcument, though tho verdict 
bud been oxpoctcd by oven the most snn- 
guino of the boodlers and their friends. 
The jury were polled, and then it was an- 
nounced tlioy hud awarded penalties to 
tliu defendants as follows: Luydmi, Vnn 
Pelt, \Vron, Wnssernmn, Ochs, MoCluugli- 
rey und Vurnijll, two years each in tlio 
]>on!tuntiarv; flutz, Oliver, Cusnolman und 
McCarthy ifl.Odl) lino each, but no imprison- 
imwt. 
NoHco of u motion for a new trial 


was given, und tho court adjourned. The 
boodlors wore taken in charge by Khcrilf 
MotHon and convoyed to the county jail.

Accompanied by his young wife Wars- 


ley sot out ostensibly upon a peddling 
trip through Virginia. His real object 
was soon suspected by Mosby and a spy 
was placed upon his track. The spy was 
u handsorno young lady who was to be 
conducted to Washington by Warsley. 
Tho Union spy was too smart to be caught, 
and instead of using his pass through the 
Union lines, he conducted the ladythrough 
swamps and by roads until she became 
disgusted with tho trip, and she returned 
to Mosby convinced of the loyalty of 
Warsloy. Mosby was not convinced, and 
at ono time placed a pistol to -Warsley's 
head, threatening to blow his brains out. 
Tho young litdy interceded and Warsley's 
life was saved. Afterward Mosby became 
his firm Iriend, fighting a duel with a 
nephew of General Lee because Lieutenant 
Lee had set a guard upon Warsley and 
had condemned him as a spy. 


On two occasions Warsley furnished in- 


formation by which the Federal forces 
wore enabled to surround the house in 
which Mosby wus quartered, but the dash- 
ing rebel cut his way out and escaped. On 
sovurul occasions Warsley got information 
of his intcndod raids upon Washington in 
timo to allow the authorities to mass their 
forces and save tho capital. At the time 
of tho assassination of President Lincoln 
Warsley was given command of a squad 
of detectives. 
When Booth was killed 


Warsloy returned to private life, and for 
years run a park restaurant in the Brad- 
ford oil fields.

Phe Long-Talked-Ol Prize 


Between Cardiff and 


Killen. 


Fight 


Ten Rounds Fought with Varying Suc- 


cess, and the Fight Declared 


a Draw. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 6.—Probably 


twelve thousand people sweltered 
and 


fanned themselves in Washington Rink 
last night while waiting to see the long- 
talked-of and 
mucb-talked-ubout glove 


fight between Patsy Cardiff andFatKll- 
len. The fight was ten rounds, with two- 
ounce gloves, Marquis of Queensberry re- 
vised rules, for divided receipts. It was 
not until after ten o'clock that the princi- 
pals appeared on the ,stage, and were re- 
ceived with tumultuous applause by tho 
vast audience. Killen was trained down 
to 150 pounds, and at first looked as if he 
had been overtrained. He was seconded 
by Tommy Warren, the champion feather- 
weight and Hank Peck. Cardiff weighed 
about ]80 pounds, and was in better con- 
dition, if possible, than when he met Sul- 
livan last winter. His seconds were Prof. 
Donaldson and Jerry Murphy. 


It was fully tc;n minutes before a referee 


was chosen, and the audience was becom- 
ing impatient, when finally the seconds 
agreed on Ed. Cain, of this city, and that 
gentleman, dressed in an elojant Prince 
Albert coat, which ho disdained to remove, 
mounted the steps nnd took his place in 
the ring. The gloves wero adjusted, the 
seconds and time-keepers betook them- 
selves outside the ropes, and at last the 
two men, who have for more than a year 
been spatting at each other through the 
papers, faced each other, and time was 
called. Following is the fight by rounds:

The sloop Volunteer although new and

the performance of the Volunteer, and her 
hosts of admirers were by no means dis- 
appointed, for th» wiiy hue "new single 
sticker" showe.l the other flyers her heeis 
proved that she will be tho wonder of the 
yachting world. 


The starting gun was fired at 10:13 a. m., 


and all of the yachts, with the exception 
of the G-racie, Sranner, Fanny and Con- 
cord, got over the lino without a handicap.
